T H E D ELA Y IN receiving rights 
of-way from these two persons has 
blocked construction of the street 
through the important downtown 
section in mid-Palm Springs. 
C ity Attorney Je rry Bunker ex­ 
plained to the Indian Council mem­ 
bers that tlx* city could do noth- 
uig about the street 
unless 
the 
land for the right-of-way is given, 
“ because under the terms of the 
bond issue we promised the tax­ 
payers we would not pay for any 


land. We said that the city would 
pay for the paving and curbing of 
the street if the land was given 
by the Indians. W e not only have 
to keep faith with the taxpayers, 
but we must also keep faith with 
the Indian owners in the section 
who have already given tiieir land 
for the improvement.”

who with

Hardy were the only councilmen 
present, said that the 
city 
was 
ready to go wrilh the project im 
m ediately on receipt of the rights 
of-way. but declared that it would 
be impossible to start before all 
the grants were in.

It was more or 
less agreed that representatives of 
both councils should get together 
and discuss the m atter with the 
two Indian owners who had not 
deeded the land for the street.

ceived in depression and war. and 
adopt a new program k e y e d to 
prospent v and peace. 


Administration farm experts said 
the plan would mean "m oderately 
lower" food prices for consumers 
by reducing federal support prices 
on farm crops. 


H EA R T OF Eisenhower’s n e w 
program 
was 
abandonment 
of 
pnce supports based on a parity 
formula dating back to 1910-14 in 
favor of new fedral supports tied 
to average m arket price of im ­ 
mediate preceding years. 
The President's proposal applied 
to the six basic crops now cov ered 
in the mandatory support program 
—wheat, com. cotton, p e a n u t s , 
rice and tobacco. 
Eisenliowcr recommended that 
the secretary of agnculture be giv­ 
en flexible authority to scale new 
price supports between 75 and 90 
per cent of tlie average market 
price of a supported commodity 
during the im m ediately preceding 
years. 


TH E P R E S ID E N T did not spell 
out this time period in his mes­ 
sage. But it apparently w o u l d 
apply to tlie previous Uiree years 
because this is ttie time element 
specified in the new com program 
which begins this year 
Underlying Eisenhower's propo­ 
sal for a new price support and 
production control 
program 
was ¡ 
)ua deep concern over the mount­ 


ing surplus of farm commodities 
purchased by tlie government un­ 
der the current support program. 


H E ST R ESSED IN his 1 500-word 
message to the House and Senate 
that revolutionary progress made 
in farm production over the last 
30 years make changes in the gov­ 
ernment program essential. 
Tlie President also announced a 
new. but undefined, 
program 
of 
surplus disposal 
overseas which 
he said would amount to "using 
food for peace." He did not spell 
out details, but said he is putting 
into motion an exploratory p l a n 
foi* cooperating with other friend­ 
ly nations in getting the greatest 
possible use of farm surpluses in 
each.

Biqqest Budqet In U.S. History 


The ever mounting expenditures have 
made the operation of the government 
of the United States the largest single 
business in the world. 
The stupendous 577 billion budget 
submitted to Congress by President Eis­ 
enhower in his annual message is many 
times larger than that of any other na­ 
tion in the world even including Rus­ 
sia and her puppet States where wages 
and prices are government controlled 
and slave labor is also common. 
That the "price of pea<*e" through 
scientific advance and military pre­ 
paredness, together with the "give­ 
away” program being carried on with 
other nations in the cold war diploma­ 
cy. is becoming exceedingly expensive 
is shown in the fact that more than half 
or some $40 billion of the national bud­ 
get goes to these purposes. 
The terrific financial strain which is 
being placed upon our nation as a lead­ 
er of the free world In holding the bal­ 
ance of power against Communist dom­ 
ination and subjugation is clearly shown 
In the fantastic rise In the total nation­ 
al budget during the past serveral de­ 
cades. 


As recently as 1930 the United States 
budget was less *han 55 billion. In 1940 
it had Jumped to nearly $10 billion and 
by 1930 had skyrocketed to $40 billion. 
Al! of this occurred during the pre-mis­ 
sile and space race era. the $77 billion 
budget of today showing the tremend­ 
ous cost of these latest developments. 
With the total cost of government 
twenty times as great as it was 30 years 
ago, and tw ice the total of even the Tru­ 
man budgets, one can only wonder 
where the many, many more billions 
are coming from and when the limit 
will be reached. 
In view of this it is remarkable that 
the administration has been able to 
bring the budget near enough to bal­ 
ancing to be a subject for partisan de­ 
bate instead of an epected deficit of 
many billions of dollars.

“ Ran off roadway" and “exces- 
« v e speed for existing conditions."

Jones said the board has al­ 
ready ordered demolition of the 
building now housing county pro­ 
bation offices and the Riverside 
jail, at the south end of the court 
house on the Orange and 11th 
Street comer, and McCall a n d 
Chamberlain agreed with iiim that 
it is the logical site for the new 
structure and there is no need to 
await the administrative officer's 
recommendations. 


JONES SAID HE couldn't un­ 
derstand why the board chair­ 
man.

Face Loss of Crown 
In Political Squabble 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI)—The Russians practical­ 
ly clinched the world amateur basketball champion­ 
ship by beating the United States, but they can still 
lose it if they refuse to swallow their political pride. 
Russia, which never before had 
beaten an American basketball 
team, crushed the U.S.. 62-37, be­ 
fore 24.000 fans, by far the largest 
crowd of the tournament. 
The victory was the Russians’ 
fifth straight in the final round 
and gave them a total of 10 
points. The United States now is 
tied with Brazil for second place 
with seven points. Each team has 
a 3-1 record, with a victory count­ 
ing two points and a defeat one 
point. 


RUSSIA IS scheduled to meet 
Nationalist China Friday n i q h t 
and the Soviets will be a heavy 
favorite if the game is played.
